Program promotes self-sufficiency

A Romulus family has been 
selected as one of the first reci- 
pients of a new federal prog- 
ram designed to aid individuals 
experiencing financial misfor- 
tune. 

“We heard about an all- 
encompassing, federally- 
funded program designed to 
help families in need and im- 
mediately applied,” said Shar- 
on Thomas, director of the Ply- 
mouth Housing Commission. 
‘‘We were thrilled to be 
accepted, and intend to do all 
we can to make the program a 
success.” 

The Family Self-Sufficiency 
Program is funded by the De- 
partment of Housing and 
Urban Development. It’s a 
five-year program designed 
not only to help low-income 
families with financial aid, but 
to provide them with the means 
to keep improving their lives. 


"Once we receive the money 
for the program, it’s then up to 
us to decide who’s eligible to be 
a recipient,” Thomas ex- 
plained. 

Monetary aid is then pro- 
vided for rent and assistance in 
finding educational and job 
opportunities is awarded. 

"It’s a joint effort for us and 
the Life Works Department of 
the Child and Family Service of 
Washtenaw,” Thomas ex- 
plained. 

The Plymouth Housing com- 
mission determines eligibility 
and provides aid, while the Was- 
tenaw agency provides the mor- 
al support and initiates solu- 
tions to problems. 

"Our job is to help recipients 
find avenues to school financial 
aid, and to get them on the 
track to finding a job that will 
eventually make them self- 
sufficient,” said Ann Harris, 
director of the Life Works de- 
partment. 


In addition to meeting once a 
month to discuss progress and 
to provide information on sub- 
jects including banking proce- 
dures and other important 
issues, those eligible will also 
receive assistance with child 
care and transportation prob- 
lems. 

“We try to anticipate every 
problem that could stop people 
from moving ahead and to give 
them assistance in each of 
those areas,” said Anne Gid- 
dings, job developer with the 
Life Works department. “If we 
remove all the ‘stoppers,’ it 
then gives them a chance to 
look at things more clearly and 
establish a feasible, well- 
rounded career goal.” 

As program participant be- 
gin to achieve a higher income 
level, the portion of their ex- 
penses paid through aid is de- 
creased proportionately. 

“An interesting aspect of the 
program is that although they 


are gradually given less money 
for rent, that extra money is 
put in a bank account for them 
and will be given to them upon 
completion of the program," 
Giddings said. “It gives them 
an incentive to really keep 
going.” 

In order to be eligible for the 
program, the family must be 
on welfare, receiving Aid for 
Dependent Children. They 
must also have a strong desire 
to get going on bettering their 
life, Giddings said. 

“Before they’re accepted, 
we have to strongly believe 
they are motivated enough to 
really want to improve them- 
selves,” Giddings said. “We 
want to be as certain as possi- 
ble that once their five years is 
up, the family is ready to be on 
it’s own for good.” 

The first 19 families have 
already been chosen, and will 
begin receiving aid at the end 
of August. 


Escaped felon 
sought for murder

A former Romulus resident 
has been named as the only sus- 
pect in a hit-and-run killing of a 
78-year-old Ypsilanti Township 
woman. 

Michael Anthony Anderson, 
30, escaped July 13 from the 
state prison in Jackson and re- 
mains at large. In addition to 
charges of escape, he now 
faces charges of unarmed rob- 
bery and first-degree murder, 
according to police. 

The fatal accident took place 
on July 24 in the parking lot of 
Richardson’s Pharmacy in 
Ypsilanti. The victim, Frances 
Beck, was putting packages in 
her car in the parking lot when 
the man believed to be Ander- 
son took her purse, jumped in 
his truck, backed up, struck 
her and fled, Duncan said. 

“She was wedged under the 
truck and dragged about 40 
feet,” he said. “Based on the 
pathologist’s report, she prob- 
ably died instantly.” 

A videotape of customers in 
the store and further question- 
ing of witnesses aided police in 
developing a theory regarding 
the circumstances of Beck’s 
death. 

“The suspect may have been 
washing his truck at the car 
wash next door when he saw 
Beck leave a bank,” Duncan 
said. “Apparently under the 
assumption that she had 
money, he followed her across 
the street to the drug store and 
followed her in and out. We be- 
lieve he snatched her purse 
once they got outside and she 
tried to chase him.” 

“Perhaps because she was 
recovering from a broken hip 
and using a walker. Beck was 
unable to walk swiftly and only 
reached the back of the car be- 
fore Anderson backed up and 
ran her over." 

Anderson fits the description 
given by witnesses and resem-

bles the man in the video, 
according to Duncan. ‘‘We 
have no doubt that it’s him," he 
said. 

Anderson is described as a 
black man about 5-feet, 11- 
inches tall and weighing about 
180 pounds. He was wearing 
light pants, white tennis shoes 
and a dark Kimball cross- 
country T-shirt, and driving a 
medium metallic blue pick-up 
on the day of the fatal hit-and- 
run. 

According to Duncan, he has 
been in and out of prison since 
1980 on charges of street rob- 
bery and car theft. 

If convicted of this crime, he 
could face up to 15 years in pris- 
on for unarmed robbery and a 
mandatory life term for first- 
degree murder, police said. 

“Anderson has been in touch 
with his family and knows 
we're looking for him,” said 
Detective Michael Duncan of 
the Ypsilanti Police Depart- 
ment. “In fact, they've pleaded 
with him to turn himself in.”

Both the driver, Mathew Kel- 
ly, 28, of Romulus, and Herbert 
Hoerig, a 24-year-old Belleville 
resident, were drunk at the time 
of the accident, said Van Buren 
Accident Investigator Fred 
Sweet. 

Kelly allegedly was driving 


forward when he hit Hoerig, 
who may have been walking on 
the shoulder of the road. Sweet 
said. 

Kelly immediately stopped 
and tried to help Hoerig, who 
was taken by ambulance to St. 
Joseph's Hospital in Ypsilanti 
where he died after 30 hours of 
surgery. 

Kelly was unharmed in the in- 
cident.

Senior complex to open soon

The Senior Citizens Coopera- 
tive Housing building across 
form the city administrative 
offices in Romulus will soon be 
occupied. 

Construction should be com- 
plete by Aug. 12, and residents 
are expected to move in soon 
after. 

“All that’s left to do on the 
building is some minor work 
and clean-up,” said Fred 
Wood, general manager of 
Cooperative Services, Inc. 

The 65-unit cooperative 
apartment building will be 
owned by Cooperative Services 
Inc. in Oak Park, but will be 
virtually run by building resi- 
dents. 


“The residents will elect 
floor representatives to form a 
building council and will elect 
officers to lead that council,” 
Wood said. 

They will then select com- 
mittee chairpeople, forming 
committees on such subjects as 
maintenance, recreation, 
groundskeeping, security, fire, 
safety, and many more. 

“Committees will be formed 
for all the functions done 
through the building, and 
tenants will have almost total 
control over how their com- 
munity is run,” Wood said. 

The only time residents will 
see members of Cooperative 
Services Inc. will be during 
their regular visits or when 
specially requested. 

“Other than setting guide- 


lines and overseeing what goes 
on, we let the tenants run the 
show themselves,” Wood said. 

Financing for the project 
came in a direct loan from the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. Upon 
completion, the $2.9 million 
project will join the other 14 
non-profit consumer coopera- 
tives erected in the Detroit 
area. 

Residency is restricted to 
low-income seniors and the 
physically handicapped To be 
considered for occupancy, an 
applicant must have an income 
that falls below $14,500, and no 
more than 30 percent of a 
tenant’s income will be set 
aside for rent, according to 
Wood

Police 

urge 

caution

Romulus traffic accidents 
have more than doubled since 
construction began on east 
and westbound 1-94 two 
months ago. 

"There used to be an aver- 
age of four accidents a day 
throughout the city, now we 
get reports of up to 10 per day, 
most of which occur in the 
construction area,” said 
Officer Rick Schwartz of the 
Romulus Police Department. 

The area under construc- 
tion now stretches from 1-275 
to Telegraph Road with only 
two lanes open on both sides of 
the road. The ramp leading 
from 1-94 to north bound Tele- 
graph Road is currently 
blocked off. 

"The speed limit in these 
areas is 45 mph, but people 
certainly don’t go that slow,” 
Schwartz said. In fact, the 
average speed is still 55 mph 
or more, according to offi- 
cials. 

To help alleviate this prob- 
lem, State Police in state and 
county vehicles have begun 
monitoring speeds through- 
out the area, Schwartz said. 

"We issue twice as many 
tickets per day in that area 
than we did before construc- 
tion began,” said State Troop- 
er Brian Whitsett. 

In an effort to persuade 
motorists to slow down in fu- 
ture work zones, police may 
soon implement some revolu- 


tionary devices, according to 
Schwartz. 

A lighted, radar-controlled 
sign that displays the speed of 
vehicles as they approach the 
area is one of these. 

"It will warn motorists of 
how fast they’re going and 
hopefully cause them to slow 
down,” Schwartz said. 

Another device will be the 
photography of license plates 
of speeding vehicles. Accord- 
ing to Whitsett, owners will be 
advised in a letter from State 
Police that a radar device de- 
tected the driver exceeding 
the posted speed limit within 


the work zone. 

"We may not implement 
these programs immediately, 
but perhaps in the near fu- 
ture,” Whitsett said. 

In the meantime, police 
spokesmen reminded motor- 
ists to slow down for their 
safety and that of the 
workers. 

"People need to pay more 
attention to the signs and to 
doing what the signs tell 
them,” Schwartz said. 

The construction is being 
done to repair potholes and to 
touch up ramps in the area. It 
is expected to be completed 
by early November.

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Suspect arrested in slaying

A 34-year-old Inkster man is 
in police custody and will be 
arraigned on an open murder 
charge later this week in con- 
nection with the slaying of a 
Redford Township woman. 

The victim was shot to death 
in a suspected drug den located 
in the northwest section of In- 
kster. 

Barbara McCabee, 32, was 
killed inside a house in the 28000 
block of Oakwood Street. 

Police said the suspect also 
shot and wounded 17-year-old 
Derrick Ward, also of Inkster. 
Ward was struck in the arm 
and was taken to the hospital 
where he was treated for the 
wound and later released. 

The suspect was arrested in 
the neighborhood. Along with 
open murder, the suspect will 
also have to answer to charges 
of assault with the intent to 
murder and felony firearms. 

Inkster Detective Jame 
Horne said the suspect surrer 
dered without incident. He sai 
the shooting occurred betwee 
the hours of 5:30 to 6 p.m 
Monday. 


Police had no motive for the 
killing and shooting. However, 
they believe that the suspect 
may have gone berserk after 
using cocaine. 

According to witnesses, the 
suspect leaped from a window 
and ran from the house after 
the shootings. Police said that 
they believe the suspect 
thought the victim “was set- 
ting him up.” 

Police theorize that the sus- 
pect had a hallucinatory reac- 
tion to cocaine. Police believe 
that cocaine-induced paranoia 
led the suspect to believe the 
victim was plotting against 
him. 

McCabee, who resides in De- 
troit but whose family lives in 
Redford, was killed by a bullet 
from a 9 mm automatic pistol, 
which has a 30-round clip. 

Police would not say whether 
they have recovered the mur- 
der weapon. 

“We'll be handing over the 


paperwork in this case to the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office sometime tomorrow,” 
Horne said.

Late night workers face dangers of crime

Sami Kouza often has to work 
the late shift at his businesses, 
Sunset Party Store and Flag’s 
Food Store, both on Michigan 
Avenue in Inkster. 

That’s because he has trou- 
J ble finding people who will 
J work until the stores close. The 
} Sunset store remains open until 
j 2 a.m., and Flag’s closes at 10 
: pm 

“This is a rough neighbor- 
hood , ’ ’ Kouza said . “ People get 
• scared.” 

But Kouza said he doesn’t 
fear being robbed late at night- 
not anymore anyway. He’s en- 
. closed the counters behind 
which he works with bullet- 
proof glass. He's installed cen- 
tral alarm systems and motion 


detectors. And he keeps a gun 
by his side. 

He also makes sure he, or 
whomever else is working at 
night, is never alone. 

Kouza credits his no-robbery 
record to these precautions. 

But many other local store 
owners haven’t been as lucky. 

The Seven-Eleven Food 
Store on Annapolis in Wayne 
was robbed last month. One 
man was on duty during the 
4:23 a.m. robbery. 

In Romulus, the Merriman 
Executive Inn on Merriman 
was the scene of a midnight 
robbery July 28. There usually 
are two people on duty late at 
night, but at the time of the rob- 
bery, there was only one clerk. 

Sandra Willis was working 
alone at the Dairy Mart on I 
Main Street, Belleville, at*5 j 


a.m. June 28 when a man tried 
to steal some beer. Willis tried 
to stop the assailant and was 
badly beaten with a bottle. 

Willis’ act, though admir- 
able, was not smart, according 
to local police officers. 

“Willis fought over a 12-pack 
of beer, and now she may have 
brain damage. It wasn’t worth 
it. People shouldn’t put up a 
fight when they’re robbed. 
Don’t jeopardize your life by 
trying to protect the property. 
There’s no property or money 
worth that,” Belleville Police 
Chief William Dockter said. 

That’s the advice Tom Bees- 
ley gives his workers at the 
Seven-Eleven on Wildwood, 
Westland. 

“Safety is our number one 
concern, both for the store em- 


ployees and our customers. 


New features designed 
to thwart counterfeiting

Western Wayne County mer- 
chants may soon have the up- 
per hand with counterfeiters 
trying their schemes in the 
area. 

The United States govern- 
ment is giving the American 
dollar a facelift. 

Two new features will be de- 
signed which will protect 
against counterfeiting by adv- 
anced copier, scanner and 
computer-based printer equip- 
ment, according to U.S. Treas- 
ury Secretary Nicholas F. 
Brady. 

“The introduction of these 
new features is well ahead of 
widespread accessibility of 
advanced copier and printer 
technology,” Brady said. “But, 
must be vigilant and con- 
tinuously provide protection 
against emerging counterfeit 
threats. 

“A secure currency is the 


foundation of the economy of 
the nation and important to ev- 
ery American. With more than 
50 percent of U.S. dollars held 
outside the country, security 
from counterfeiting is also 
essential to a sound global eco- 
nomy. 

The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing is producing 
series 1990 $100 notes with a 
security thread and microp- 
rinting. Brady said these will 
be followed by security- 
enhanced $50 notes. 

In the next few months, the 
Federal Reserve System will 
put the series 1990 $100 notes 
into circulation. Enhanced 
notes will slowly replace ex- 
isting notes which will continue 
to circulate without recall. 

Because the two security en- 
hancements are almost invisi- 
ble to the naked eye, U.S. cur- 
rency will look much the same. 
But, the new features give the 
public and cash handlers two 
additional means of checking 
dollars if they suspect a coun- 


terfeit. 

The security safeguards in- 
clude: 

• Security Thread: A polyes- 
ter strip is embedded in the 
paper on the left side of the dol- 
lar face in the clear field be- 
tween the border and the 
Federal Reserve seal. The let- 
ters USA and the denomination 
(e.g. USA 100) are printed on 
the strip in an alternating up- 
and-down pattern. Easily seen 
when held to a light, the strip 
cannot be reproduced in the re- 
flected light of copiers. 

• Microprinting:“The United 
States Of America” is printed 
repeatedly along the sides of 
the portrait. The letters, at six 
to seven thousandths of an 
inch, appear like a thin line to 
the naked eye. They can only be 
read with a magnifier and can- 
not be distinctly reproduced by 
advanced copiers. 

The currency was last 
changed in 1957 when the words 
“In God We Trust’’ were 
added, according to Brady.

the owner said. “If my workers 
do get robbed, I tell them to get 
it over with as soon as possible. 
They shouldn’t fight back.” 

Beesley’s store last experi- 
enced a late-night robbery two 
years ago. He figures he hasn’t 
been robbed more recently be- 
cause his store is so well lit and 
his workers are highly visible 
to passersby. 

“The cash register is in front 
of the window and the store is 
brightly lit, so people driving 
by can glance over and see in- 
side the store. If a person wants 
to rob my store, he’ll be highly 
visible, in the spotlight, where 
anyone driving by or looking 
out of their windows can see 
him,” Beesley said. 

Other safety precautions 
Beesley has taken include in- 
stalling a one-way safe’ and 


keeping very small amounts of 
cash in the store. 

Pete Hoffman, general man- 
ager of the Merriman Inn, pro- 
tects his late night workers by 
keeping the doors locked at 
night. The desk clerk buzzes 
people in. 

This measure isn’t always 
successful, however. The re- 
cent robber of the hotel was let 
in by the clerk who thought the 
man wanted to rent a room, 
Hoffman said. 

Despite these incidents, most 
local store owners and mana- 
gers said their workers didn’t 
avoid the late night shifts out of 
fear of being robbed. 

“Our cashier, though ner- 
vous, has continued to work the 
late night shift,” said Carole 
Knobelsdorf, manager of an 
Amoco Station of Ford Road. 


Canton Township where a late 
night robbery occurred last 
month. 

The woman who temporarily 
took over the midnight shift at 
the Wayne Seven-Eleven is a 
little nervous after the recent 
robbery, but she still accepted 
the job, Manager Paula Hat- 
maker said. 

“That robbery was unusual. 
My second worker left when he 
wasn’t supposed to. He has 
since been let go,” she said. 
“It’s probably just a coinci- 
dence that we had the first rob- 
bery in the 13 years this sta- 
tion’s been open that night, but 
maybe not. Maybe someone 
was watching, and decided to 
rob us after seeing One of our 
workers leave.”

Telling Bo 
where to go 

It’s about time. 

Last week, Wayne County Commissioner Bryan Amann 
suggested that Tigers’ General Manager Bo Schembechler 
“button his lip” about the proposed new stadium and begin to 
operate in a spirit of cooperation. 

We’d like a standing round of applause for Amann and at 
least a little appreciation for Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara, both of whom have obviously become displeased 
with the manner in which others treat the public. 

McNamara has been determined in his efforts not to let 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young maneuever his way into con- 
trol of the stadium project and while respecting the dignity of 
his office and exercising remarkable self-control, McNamara 
has attempted to continue to negotiate for the stadium and 
come to a workable and fair agreement with the city. 

We are presently asking the same question so many others 
appear to be lately. Where is Tom Monaghan? More impor- 
tantly, where is his checkbook? 

If the county is now going to begin to help other business 
operators provide new quarters for their enterprises, we 
would certainly like to get on the list. For instance, we would 
like to relocate to a new building with all types of technological 
advances and devices built into it for our comfort. Is the 
county going to subsidize us? We do, after all, provide a valu- 
able community service, as do the Tigers. And, more people 
buy our newspapers than go to Tigers games? How about it? 

No, well, we didn’t really think so. So why are we putting up 
with Mr. Young and Mr. Schembechler? And why is there a 
question of the county paying for this new stadium? If the 
county will own it and the Tigers Ball Club pay rent, then 
Schembechler and Monaghan are still in control. All they need 
do as tenants is threaten to build a private stadium with 
personal funds, as they should do now, and leave the new 
monolith empty to have any demand, no matter how out- 
rageous, met. 

We don’t think taxpayers want to own a stadium. If they do, 
then they should have the opportunity to agree to pay for it at 
the polls as has been suggested. 

We suggest some more thought and consideration by all 
involved. Particularly our local taxpayers. 


A cheap shot 

We don’t usually do this. 

But then again, The Detroit News doesn’t usually treat our 
local legislators this badly. Normally, it is our belief that the 
tenth largest metropolitan daily in the nation doesn’t treat 
anyone as unfairly, callously and irresponsibly as they did 
State Senator Bill Faust last Sunday. 

We applaud their investigative journalistic efforts to de- 
monstrate to legislators that someone is, in fact, watching 
them and their voting records. That watchdog role is what we 
all are here for and we certainly respect the efforts of The 
News to bring voting records and truancy information to the 
public. 

We just think the handling of Mr. Faust’s situation was 
reasonably close to misrepresentation. We were shocked to 
find Sen.

The fact is she, and her col- 
leagues, deceived voters into 
thinking they had to vote a mil- 
lage increase when they had a 
$2.3 million surplus at the end of 
the 1990-91 fiscal year. 

The fact is the first thing she 
and her colleagues did with the 
new millage increase intended 
“for our kids” was to hand it out 
in retroactive pay raises to the 
board administators, princip- 
als, teachers, janitors, secretar- 
ies and bus drivers. How does 
this benefit our children? 

The fact is she, and her col- 
leagues used our children, most 
of whom are not of voting age, to 
pressure us into making a deci- 
sion. Pitting children against 
their parents, especially chil- 
dren who have no comprehen- 
sion of the district’s finances 
and expenditures, was morally 
wrong. They made our children 
lose faith in us because we 
dared to say no to their indul- 
gent and negligent behavior as 
board members. 

The fact is her private life is 
our business, as with all public 
elected officials. Maybe she 
should contact Ted Kennedy or 
Neal Bush and take a few poin- 
ters on handling the pressure. 

The fact is it is our business 
when a public official can’t 
practice what she preaches. If 
this school district is so great 
and wonderful, why isn’t it good 
enough for her dauther to 
attend? And in honesty, I doubt 
anyone is ignorant enough to 
pay $2,500 tuition and not have 
their child attend that school. 

There are, however, a lot of 
ignorant people who fell for the 
school board's lies and deceits, 
and now all of us have to pay for 
it. 

The fact is I can truly agree 
with only one statement Mrs. 
Chorgagian made-nothing good 
did come of of the last recall-it 
put her and her colleagues in 
their school board seats. And 
this certainly has been of no be- 
nefit to our children. 

I offer support and en- 
couragement to Mr. Lind in his 
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recall effort, and please let him 
know he now only needs 4,419 
more signatures on his petition.

One of the great tragedies in 
the modem pursuit of greed is 
that kids are often used as 
pawns in millage elections. 
Clever administrators manipu- 
late students forcing them to 
work on their parents to vote in 
favor of tax increases. The mis- 
leading implication is that the 
kids will benefit from the new 
revenue by improving learning. 

This type of an appeal is the 
greatest con job in the history of 
situational ethics. It is the worst 
violation of traditional values 
espoused by a society pretend- 
ing to abide by a code of moral- 
ity. Yet many parents fall for 
this nonsense and work with 
pro-millage groups hoping the 
money generated will eventual- 
ly get into the learning process 

One common tactic is to send 


the kids home from schools with 
written statements about the 
need for more millages.. 
Teachers are forced to prop- 
agandize in the classroom in an 
attempt to pursuade the stu- 
dents. Most teachers feel guilty 
about the methods used by 
administrators but they go 
along because they are con- 
vinced the end justifies the 
means. 

Another method is adults act 
as ghost writers and get the kids 
to sign letters to the editor pre- 
viously written by adults. Such 
letters appear in local newspap- 
ers castigating tax reformers 
for their so-called lack of con- 
cern for kids. Although the pa- 
rents actually write the letters, 
kids sign their names in an 
attempt to fool the taxpayers. 
No wonder kids are tempted to 
cheat on exams when they 
observe such tactics. 

Administrators make cuts in 
advanced classes and reduce 
hours in the school day to play 
upon the emotions and guilt feel- 
ings of parents. Notice how 
quickly learning opportunities 
are sacrificed in favor of provid- 
ing revenue for school em- 
ployees. It appears as if learn- 
ing is of secondary importance 
and keeping jobs becomes the 
top priority. 

Finally, the ultimate weapon 
is to cut busing and sports. Pa- 
rents fall for this appeal when 
they view education as fulfilling 
babysitting and entertainment 
functions. They then rush to the 
polls to vote for millage in- 
creases. 

However, the greatest con is 
to cut teachers and cry about 
the increases in loads in the 
classrooms. Meanwhile, more 
administrators are hired and 
the bureaucracy continues to 
grow despite the need for more 
teacher. 

Kids learn from examples. 
What do you suppose they learn 
form the above tactics.

Stars are missing 


Newcomers seek ‘the gold’ of City Golf Championships

The stars are missing but the 
stage is definitely set for the 
32nd annual City Cham- 
pionship Golf Tournament. 

More than 60 amateur gol- 
fers, including a flight of 
women who will be competing 
in the tournament for the first 
time, are ready to play for the 
championships. 

“With some of the regulars 
on the sidelines this year,” 
pointed out Bill Hawley, 
tournament director, “it’s dif- 
ficult to say who to watch or 
pick the favorites. 

“And because the perennial 
contenders are missing from 
the field, it’s anyone’s ball 


game,” Hawley added. 

The 36-hole, two-day tourna- 
ment will be staged Saturday 
and Sunday, at Fellows Creek 
Golf Course in Canton 
Township. The course is lo- 
cated at 2936 Lotz Road and is 
just east of the 1-275 freeway, 
off of Michigan Avenue, east. 

Among the missing stars is 
four-time champ, Kevin Ryan 
of Inkster, who retained the 
crown a year ago by firing a 
three-over-par 144 at Fellows 
Creek. Ryan was forced to bat- 
tle a torrential downpour in the 
final round to win the 1990 
championhip. 

Ryan has dominated the 
tournament in recent years, 
winning titles in 1985, 1987 and 
1988.

In his absence, the tourna- 
ment title is up for grabs. 

So are the city and township 
titles for the participating com- 
munities of Wayne, Westland, 
Inkster, Romulus and Canton 
Township. 

Wayne golfers again will be 
competing for the Lenny 


Anderson Memorial Traveling 
Trophy, awarded the medalist 
of the Wayne championship 
flight. 

Anderson was the first police 
officer to be slain in the city of 
Wayne, and the trophy is pre- 
sented by the Wayne Police 
Officers Association in his 


memory. 

The 32nd tournament will be 
a historic one in that it breaks 
from tradition. For the first 
time in its history, the tourna- 
ment is open to women golfers. 
A cadre, small though it may 
be, will take to the field to de- 
termine a women’s cham- 
pionship. 

“After 32 years of a male- 
only tournament, we thought it 
was time to open the competi- 
tion to women,” Hawley said. 

Trophies will be awarded to 
the top three finishers in each 
of the flights. However, addi- 
tional flights will be scheduled 
only if there is a sufficient num- 
ber of golfers to do so. 

The low five scorers also 
may be eligible to compete on 


the city team in the state parks 
and recreation finals. Only 
bona fide residents may repre- 
sent a city on a team in the state 
tournament. 

The tournament is cospon- 
sored by The Associated News- 
papers and the participating 
parks and recreation depart- 
ments.

Neville Chamberlain’s 
“peace in our times” was 
but a shattered dream as 
Hitler’s armies marched un- 
checked across Europe and 
Africa. 

And, in Tokyo, Emperor 
Hirohito’s war lords were 
plotting the destruction of 
Pearl Harbor and the United 
States. 

In Washington, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt had settled into 
the White House and was 
completing his second term 
in office, preparing to make 
history as the only U.S. Pres- 
ident to make a successful 
run for the presidency for a 
third term. 

Meanwhile, in their little 
corner of the world, a group 
of Belleville High football 
players were preparing to 
making history of their own. 
They were about to battle for 
a mythical Class B state 
title. 

“On November 14, 1941, 
following a large parade, the 
Belleville High football 
team defeated Northville 27- 


13 in a challenge game,” 
writes Harold W. Sherman, 
a member of that ’41 Belle- 
ville team. “As a result of 
this victory, Belleville 
claimed the State Class B 
football championship - 
there were no playoffs back 
then. 

No Belleville High School 
football team ever was to 
duplicate the accomplish- 
ment of the team of 1941. 

This fall will mark the gol- 
den anniversary of what 
some call the ‘‘biggest 
triumph in Belleville High’s 


football history." 

“I am proposing,” writes 
Sherman, “ that the team 
get together for a reunion to 
be held during halftime of 
the first home game of the 
Belleville Tigers. 

‘‘This would give the 
young Belleville team a good 
boost for the upcoming sea- 
son and recognition for the 
players who played on that 
Belleville team of 1941.” 

“I don’t know how many ot 
the players of that team (’41) 
are still alive,” said Sher- 
man, “but I know a few that I 


have contacted are very en- 
thusiastic about the 
reunion.” 

“You’ve got to remember 
that back them players went 
both ways,” Sherman said. 
“They played defense and 
offense - there was no pla- 
tooning in those days.” 

And those days and their 
athletes - days and athletes 
who would be forgotten if it 
were not for the efforts of 
men like Sherman - should 
be remembered even if it is 
for a brief spell during a 
halftime of one of the games.

Group seeks home sellers disclosure statement

When Jay Slavin bought his 
1920s house 10 years ago, he 
and his wife looked at it 
through rose-colored glasses. 

So excited at owning their 
own home, they didn’t notice 
the slugs in the basement. The 
grey worms were covering the 
grey wall, and who looks close- 
ly at the basement anyway, 
Slavin said. 

The Slavins, who bought the 
house during the winter, also 
didn't notice until warm weath- 
er that the windows were near- 
ly impossible to open. And 
when they finally were pried 
loose, water rolled in off the 
tilted windowsills. 

Home buyers won’t have to 
fear money pits like the Slavin 
home any longer if The Nation- 
al Association of Realtors has 
its way. 

The group is beginning a 48- 
state effort to make it manda- 
tory for home sellers to fill out 
disclosure forms that list the 
defects of their house. Califor- 
nia and Maine already have 
such laws. 

Michigan legislation has not 
been introduced yet, but the 
Michigan Association of Real- 
tors hopes to have it in the 
works by fall. 

“This law would shift the leg- 
al liability from the real estate 
agent to the home seller,” said 
Don Freels, executive vice 
president of the M ichigan Asso- 


ciation of Home Realtors. 

That shift is important be- 
cause real estate agents often 
get sued by home buyers re- 
garding home defects which 
the agents knew nothing about, 
Freels said. 

To avoid costly litigation, 
Michigan realtors usually ask 
people trying to sell their 
homes to fill out disclosure 
forms, said Slavin, who now is 
a licensed contractor and is the 
Building Inspector of America 
for western Wayne and south- 
ern Oakland counties. He got 
involved with inspections after 
he tried to deal with his money 
pit. 

But the realtors can’t know if 
the seller tells the truth on the 
form, which can cause prob- 
lems with buyers. 

“A lot of people think the real 
estate agent works for the 
buyer, but in Michigan, agents 
work for the seller,” Slavin 
said. “Agents don’t check to 
see if the form is accurate. 
They don’t crawl in the attics to 
look for leaks, and they 
shouldn’t have to.” 

But when people find their 
homes are lemons, they often 
blame the real estate agent 
anyway, Slavin said. 

With home disclosure laws, 
however, the legal burden 
would shift away from the 
agent and onto the seller. 

“Consumer groups may not 
agree with this approach-- 
putting all the burden on the 
seller. But who knows the prop-

erty better than the seller,” 
Freels said. 

“We don’t want sellers to feel 
like they have to warranty 
their property, but we want 
buyers to be aware of potential 
problems.” 

“With all the cards on the 
table, people are enabled to 
make a good decision, whether 
that is to buy the house, not buy 
it or ask for a lower price,” he 
said. 

Disclosure also can help sel- 
lers. If a home has few defects, 
then they can justify a higher 
asking price. 

The best way sellers can jus- 
tify their asking price and 
avoid future complications is to 
have their home inspected be- 
fore putting it on the market, 
Slavin said. But most people 
wait until they have a potential 
buyer. 

"The amount of anxiety peo- 
ple go through when they have 
their homes inspected is un- 
real. If you’ve had your house 
for sale for months and 
months, you’re on needles and 
pins, afraid something will be 
found to spoil the deal. But if 
you knew ahead of time what is 
wrong with your house, then 
there are no surprises for the 
buyer or seller, and the deal 
should go smoothly,” Slavin 
said. 

“Also as a seller, you’re an 
entrepreneur. You have to 
know what consumers want, 
and consumers want to know 
what is wrong,” he said. 
“Offering this information 
gives sellers a leg up over peo- 
ple who haven’t had their 
homes inspected.” 

Home inspectors also can 


give owners tips on how to 
maintain their homes so they’ll 
retain their market value. 

“Only people that don’t know- 
how to, or who don’t want to 
maintian their homes-who will 
try to dump a house on an un- 


suspecting person-won’t like 
disclosure laws," Slavin said. 

But Freels admits disclosure 
advocates may have a hard 
time getting the proposed leg- 
islation approved and enacted 
in the upcoming year.
